Prices 


LOS ANOBLSS, April 7.—New rules 
and. regulations pertaining to special 
internal revenue taxes-have been re­ 
ceived b? Collector John 
P. 
Carter 
and Immediately the machinery for 
making them operative was put into 
motion by Edgar M. Cohee, internal 
revenue officer in charge of the sales 
tax division. 
Of commanding interest among the 
mew regulations Is the one pertaining 
to admissions at theaters and other 
amasement places. 
Heretofore there 
waa-co war tax on admissions of five 
cents. Under the new law all amuse­ 
ment enterprises, 
including 
motion 
picture houses, piers, 
roller-coasters, 
merry-go-rounds, “craxy-houses,” etc., 
must collect from their patrons one 
cent for each admission fee of ten 
cents or fraction thereof. 
Scalpers Must Pay 
Tickets sold by so-called “scalpers" 
must pay an additional tax of 5 per 
cent on the amount paid in excess of 
the regular price if not more than 50 
cents; if the “scalper” sells for more 
than 50 cents over the tegular price he 
must pay 50 per cent tax on all the ex­ 
cess. 
lf the theater or other amuse­ 
ment proprietor or any of his em­ 
ployes sells tickets for any advance 
over the regular price, he must pay 
the 50 pea cent tax on the excess. 
The tax on cabaret admissions is 
intreased just 50 per cent over what 
it was im 1018. 
Twenty per cent of 
the total bill paid is regarded by the 
government as the admission fee or 
what the cabaret patron pays for en­ 
tertainment. On this estimated admie 
Bion fee the revenue tax is one and 
one-half cents on each ten cents. Thus. 
lf a person pays a bill of 85 at a cab­ 
aret. the government figures 20 per 
cent or $1 of this sum to be paid for 
admission or entertainment. 
In 1918 
the tax on this dollar was IO cents. 
Now it is 15 cents. 
* One of the inexplicable vagaries of 
the revenue law Is that while It is un­ 
lawful for a theater to pay the war 
tax for its patrons or to include the 
war tax in 
the 
general 
admission 
price, It Is imperative that the tax on 
jewelry, real and Imitation, must be 
paid by the dealer. 
Of course, 
the 
consumer will pay the tax in the form 
of Increased prices, but the govern 
merit insists that the dealer shall nay 
this tax himself. And if he uiisreiire- 
sents to the customer Uh* amount of 
the tax, or claims that the increased 
price is due to such tax when more 
than the tax is added onto the price 
the dealer ’* subject to a tine of not 
more than 810Q0 or one year's impris 
onment or both. 
Price Boosters Warned 
This law applies to cigar and to­ 
bacco dealers, as well as to jewelers 
and a quiet investigation is now under 
way to determine If Los Angeles to 
bacco dealers have taken advantage 
of the increase of revenue taxes to 
boost prices beyond that increase. 
The special tax on jewelry which be 
came effective yesterday calls for 5 
per cent on the price for which articles 
ar# sold by or for denier. The law if 
to broad that virtually every article 
handled by a jewelry store is included. 
. Transportation taxes include 3 per 
cent on freight. 8 per cent on passen­ 
ger tickets and I cent on each 20 
cents or fraction thereof charged for 
express shipments. The tax on seats? 
or berths sold in connection with regu­ 
lar passenger transport at‘on is 8 per 
cent. 
The tax on telegraph, telephone and 
radio (wireless) messages is 5 cents 
for each charge of not more than 50 
cents, IO cents if the charge is over 
50 cents.
